AU Corsages Banned as

Proceeds from Roses 
Sold at Dance to Go 
To McGill War Fund 

Intent upon identifying the 
Junior Prom with the McGill 
war effort, the committee issued 
an order last night banning all 
corsages. Instead, hundreds of 
roses of various shades will be 
sold at the dance at fifty cents 
each, and the proceeds of their 
sale is to go to a war charity. 

It was calculated that without the 
no-corsage edict,, some $800 would 
have been wasted on the floral dec- 
orations, which was considered ex- 
orbitant in wartime. Entirely 
eliminating this loss, the order, 
which is to be rigidly enforced, will 
provide the McGill War Fund with 
about $175. Those ignoring the ban 
on corsages will have to check them 
with their coats before going on the 
dance floor. 

Tickets for the dance arc prac- 
tically all sold out, it was reported, 
and the few remaining arc not ex- 
pected to last after tomorrow, al- 
though a few reservations for tick- 
ets may still be made at the Union 
Tuck Shop to be collected after- 
wards. Table reservations are to be 
made at the Union Tuck Shop and 
care must be taken to avoid two 
people making reservations for the 
same party, the committee advised. 

Scwell's orchestra will be placed 
at the north wall of the armoury 
with tables arranged in cabaret 
style around a central dancing area, 
and decorations, in the hands of 
Tony Lewis and Sid Lithwlck, 
architecture students, will be in 
winter theme using fir trees whose 
small lights will provide all the 11 
lumination.

Many Volunteer 
For War-Effort 

Faculty, Grads 
And Students On 
Active Service 

A recent survey of the number 
of faculty members, students, and 
graduates who are volunteering 
their services to the government 
either as a part of the fighting 
forces or In some research branch 
shows a grand total of 2070. 

Of this figure, seventy represent 
members of the faculty, four hun- 
dred, the number of students who 
are on active service since Septem- 
ber 1938, and sixteen to seventeen 
hundred graduates also on active 
service. 

The more recent enlistments from 
the faculty include Dr. T. E. Roy 
and Dr. N. W. McLellan of the de- 
partment of bacteriology, Dr. N. B. 
McMaster, agricultural bacteriology, 
Dr. E. S. Ingraham, lecturer In 
pathology, Dr. L. W. Rice, assistant 
demonstrator In ancasthesla; Dr. N. 
W. Morton, of the psychology de- 
partment and A. S. Noad, associate 
professor of English; Professor Gill- 
son of the mathematics department 

The University has found It most 
difficult to keep a correct record of 
the students and graduates, since 
many of them leave the University 
without notice and because the 
graduates are spread throughout 
the entire world. However, with the 
assistance of the Graduates Society 
and thè Bursar's Office reasonably

The greater pait of the program, 
however, was presented by the stu- 
dents themselves who had prepared 
their share under the direction of 
Mr. William Strange. 

As introduction, the McGill Glee 
Clubs, under Mr. Harry Norrls, 
were heard singing "Hall, Alma. 
Mater," which faded out as a voice 
was heard: — "From the cloistered 
seclusion .and studious activity of 
one of Canada's most famous Uni- . 
versltlcs young Canada— setting a 
fine example of hard work for the 
future of young Canada— under- 
takes one war activity after anoth- 
er." 

Students War Effort 
First of all, mention was made of 
the McGill War Council, which rep- 
resents one hundred clubs on the 
campus, with its avowed purpose of 
"bringing the students' war effort 
to the maximum and coordinating 
the activities of our many clubs." 

A total of 25 per cent of the stu- 
dents have registered as blood don- 
ors, to build a blood bank for the 
Canadian Red Cross. Both men 
and women have offered their ser- 
vices for research jobs connected 
with the war. These contributions 
were not handled In any detail, 
merely mentioned.

We aro at college to complete 
our Academic studies so that when we 
graduate we will be able to further the War 
Effort to the best of our ability but we are 
trying to show the people of Canada that 
we are not sitting back and just looking on 
at the War Effort of Canada, wc arc in 
there fighting and wo don't intend to rest 
on the laurels that we have received.

We would lik6 to point out thè other 
side to the question. That is, that while 
students might perhaps respond less heart- 
ily to this appeal than to another, there is 
little doubt that they will give it far 
greater support than would the general 
public. The problems which our contribu- 
tions will help the International Students' 
Service to solve, are the problems of stu- 
dents particularly, and can therefore be 
most fully appreciated by other students. 
If university members do not assist the 
I.S.S., people outside universities can 
hardly be expected to take on our share as 
well as their own.

Alfred Hltchock has scored again. This 
noted specialist in motion-picture "suspense" 
has, in I'Suspieion," given us another example 
of well-nigh perfect directorial control. This 
production, as all Hitchcock productions, is a 
director's picture. It is directorial originality, 
acuteness, and subtlety that gives "Suspicion" 
all its character and that makes it a movie well 
worth being seen by all discriminating movie- 
goers. 

Hitchock's distinguishing characteristic as a 
director— his ability to create an atmosphere of 
extreme suspense which even the most hard- 
ened in the audience find difficult to resist— is 
amply ovident throughout the film. This re- 
viewer would hazard the guess that for the 
latter third of the film heartbeats of most mem- 
bers of the audience arc more rapid than nor- 
mally. 

This is accomplished, not by obvious melo- 
dramatic methods though melodrama does enter 
in spots, but in intelligent, subdued fashion. 
Joan Fontaine, a provincial English upperclass 
young lady, Llna McLaldlaw, marries a penni- 
less playboy, Cary Grant Forced to go to 
work, which Is to him an almost unheard-of 
expedient for acquiring funds, he becomes in- 
volved In dire financial difficulties. A bril- 
liantly directed -set of circumstances leads his 
wife to suspect him when a longstanding friend 
of his is found dead. From this point on, the 
film -is sheer nervous excitement. 

Cary Grant enjoys a most happy role. It 
allows him to be his usual carefree self, .but. 
coupled with this surface facet of his part, is a 
grim, sinister undertone. The combination 
makes for an unusually meaty movie role. 
Grant pcrofrms it with effortless skill, missing 
none of the Implications, and contributes gen- 
erously toward creating the prevailing mood. 
The very prcscntablo Miss Fontaine comple- 
ments Grant's performance ably. As the psy- 
chologically tortured, suspicious wife, sho ex- 
tracts every opportunity inherent in her part 
to present an excellent picture of mental suf- 
fering. 

Sir Cedrlc Hardwlcke gives another example 
of his ability to submerge himself in diversi- 
fied characters with his understanding por- 
trayal of a provincial retired general, an Eng- 
lish typo If ever there was one. 
■ The atmosphere approaching tragedy is con- 
veyed In an extremely restrained way! for 
which, again, the direction is to be commended.

In this their first picture since their recon- 
ciliation, wc were, .perhaps, expecting too 
much of Laurel and -Hardy. - Laurel and Hardy 
have become an honoured institution, a by 
word in American life. For a generation they 
have had movie-goers rolling in the aisle at 
their mirth- pro yoking antics. It seems now, 
however, that their type of comedy Is. anti- 
quated and hackneyed; it would . possibly be 
striking nearer home to say that the gags and 
slapstick they . use in this picture have been 
used' too often before. There are a good num- 
ber of amusing scenes In the film, but many of 
the episodes arc mere copies of the sort of thing 
that they have done In former pictures; ono of 
the chief elements that constitute good humour, 
the element of surprise, is thus lacking and the 
result therefore falls short of the mark. 

The plot centres around a supposedly sickly 
young millionaire who is called up by the 
Draft Board for service In the American Army 
His two loyal servants, Laurel and Hardy, Join 
up In order too lok after him. The millionaire 
finds that army life Is all to his liking, that it 
Is what he has been needing all his life. He 
then proceeds to make a lot of obvious state 
ments* about the benefits of army life; effective 
propaganda should be much more subtle. This 
shy young fellow steals the girl fromlhe tough 
sergeant and, aided by Laurel's pet crow, proves 
to be the hero of the divisional manoeuvres. 

The acting of the two old troupers, Laurel 
and Hardy, needless to say, Is. above reproach 
The supporting cast, however, is weak: Dick 
Nelson, the young millionaire, is almost en 
tlrcly lacking In ability to act. 

The second feature Is a film called "Man 
at Large," with Marjorie Weaver and George 
Reeves. This is merely a stereotyped version 
of thé usual type of Grade B "thriller" that 
' emanates from Hollywood. There is no sus 
pense or tension at all, .because anyone who 
has ever seen any films of murder and Intrigue 
knows exactly what will happen next The 
picture, therefore, dragged. — A.G.

BLOOD BANKS 

After a major surgical operation, 
a blood transfusion may be abso- 
lutely essential to help the patient 
through. This is one time where 
the ready availability of blood may 
mean life or death. It may only be 
forty-five minutes to find a suitable 
donor, test him, and take some of 
his blood, but that three-quarters 
of an hour is most valuable and 
crucial to the patient Very often, 
the need for blood is foreseen, and 
a donor is obtained before a major 
operation in anticipation. To have 
blood always available for emer- 
gencies Is the raison d'etre of blood- 
bank services. Here is a brief de- 
scription of how they work. 

Blood Is obtained usually from 
healthy volunteer donors, but some- 
times from patients convalescing 
from infectious diseases because 
their blood may contain valuable 
protective substances! After testing 
and typing, the blood is placed in 
a refrigerator and kept there till 
needed. It is in a liquid form ow- 
ing to the presence of an anticoagu- 
lant. In a day or so, the blood cèlls 
sink to the bottom, leaving a com- 
paratively clear fluid on top called 
plasma. Usually the blood is put 
into service in a few days, but if it 
is kept for h longer period, the 
plasma is removed. This plasma 
may be kept for an Indefinitely 
long time without deteriorating, un- 
like whole blood; but it is as valu 
able as whole blood for most trans 
fusion purposes. 

The blood bank works on the ex- 
change system. Blood is contribut- 
ed to the bank by each hospital de 
partment that may require It When 
a transfusion has to be done, the 
doctor In charge applies to the 
"bank cashier" for blood of the re- 
quired* group. The actual bottle of 
blood supplied by the bank Is prob 
ably not one that has been contrlb 
uted by the department that uses 
it but It is debited to their account 
and must be replaced by another 
bottle of blood, though not neces- 
sarily of the same group. Under 
such a system, blood of any group 
Is available at any time from the 
bank and this is replaced after- 
wards by bleeding a volunteer who 
need hot be of the same blood 
group as the patient In short, a 
blood bank is similar to an ordinary 
bank. 

The first blood bank was started 
at a hospital In Chicago in 1037, and 
since then similar banks have been 
organized all over the world. In 
Montreal, the Royal Victoria Hospt 
tal has one In operation, and the 
Montreal General is soon to have 
one too.

THE ARMY AND FOOD 

America's eating habits are going 
to be changed by this World War- 
all because. a million and a half, 
and maybe more, young American 
soldiers are acquiring new ideas of 
what is good to eat. When they go 
marching home, it will be up to the 
mothers and brides, not to mention 
the farmers and grocers, to meet the 
young men's new food demands. 

—a prediction of Colonel R. A 
Osmun of the Army Quartermaster 
Corps as reported In yesterday's 
New York Times.

As a student of current social 
problems for many years, we have 
been studying the cause and effects 
of modern war, but we must admit 
that Colonel Osmun is one up on 
us. Our Economics professor had 
told us that because of war condi- 
tions there is an over-expansion in 
the heavy industries, thus causing 
repercussions In. our financial struc 
ture. It is a theory that more boys 
and girls are bom during war time 
thus keeping the sex ratio the same. 
We must, however, acknowledge 
that Col. Osmun has an angle we 
never thought of. 

Young Girls will be taught . . . 

At first we were inclined to 
smirk at the Colonels ideas, but as 
wc continued to analyze his re 
marks wc realized that this war 
may make our wives better cooks, 
the food on our table garden-fresh 
the farmers abandon the one-crop 
system, and thé end of the tin can 
and tin can opener business. 

In his speech before the American 
Dietetic Association meeting In St 
Louis recently, Col. Osmun foresaw 
the day when "young girls will be 
taught to cook better and probably 
to spend more time In preparing 
food." 

Farmers, Colonel Osmun believes, 
will be the first to feel the effects 
of Army-style eating at civilian 
tables. Giving a Up to one-crop 
farmers and a veiled hint that can- 
ned food factories will be doomed, 
he said that if they are wise, these 
farmers will start producing fresh 
fruits, vegetables or other protec- 
tive foods to meet the demand of 
Johnny when he comes marching 
home. • 

To Cook Better ... ■ 

Above all the other food theories 
of Col. Osmun, we like the Idea of 
teaching young girls to cook better 
and to spend more time in prepar- 
ing food. We need something to 
emancipate the American even if it 
takes a first class war to do it 

And if the girls at Wellesley and 
Smith are looking for defense 
courses, we suggest the introduc- 
tion of classes in the fine art of 
cooking. Even when the boy comes 
home on a furlough he may long for 
that good old Army cooking. 

There will still be repercussion 
in the heavy industries, but as the 
Colonel pointed out, Army feeding 
methods may also have an effect 
on farm co-operatives and the pack- 
ing industry, encouraging them to 
find better methods of marketing 
fresh food thousands of miles from 
home. 

After Hitler Is Defeated ... 

A new problem of readjustment 
will also arise when the Campbell 
and Heinz Soup companies will be 
put out of business along with the 
hundreds of other tin Canneries. 
This unemployment can be absorb- 
ed by the milk Industry, that will 
have a big boom after the war is 
over. 

Yes, like the optimistic Britisher 
who sees a better London built on 
the ruins of the old, we see a bet- 
ter-fed America when this Job of 
defeating Hitler Is done. 

P.S.: Our only personal reaction 
Is to think that, wc, as a member 
of a collegiate group nearly ai 
large as the army, are glad to get 
home after several months^ of Han- 
over cooking.

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Shan Dunn 
Is Rescued 
In Channel 

Former Daily 
Sports' Editor 
Serving with R. C.Â.F. 

Sgt. Pilot Shan Hugh Dunn of 
the Royal Canadian Air Force, 
and formerly a Sports Editor of 
the McGill Daily, today owes 
his life to the efficiency of the 
boats patrolling the English 
Channel. _ 




SGT.-PILOT SHAN DUNN 

Sgt. Pilot Dunn, an Australian by 
birth, but who made his home in 
the United States, was formerly a 
student in the Faculty ot Science at 
McGill, but left during his third 
year to enlist in the R.C.A.F. He re- 
ceived his wings at Uplands in 
April and proceeded overseas soon 
alter. 

While piloting a bomber on a 
regular operational flight against 
the Germans, his plane was hit by 
anti-aircraft fire, floundered, and 
later lost control, and plunged into 
the Channel. After spending a day 
and a half in a dinghy, the 24-year- 
old Dunn was picked up by the 
patrol boat and brought to safety. 

Besides being somewhat shaken 
up and having received a crack 
across the chest which caused an 
internal bruise of only minor pro- 
portions, Dunn was in fine condi- 
tion, but was nevertheless given a 
sick leave in order to completely 
recuperate. He himself describes 
his experiences as being "interest- 
ing if wet." 

When Shan reached shore the

Our present coach, Hugh Far 
quharson, is the last one, still active 
in hockey, of that great team of 
eight years ago, which under the 
direction of "Shag" Shaughnessy, 
reached the Eastern Finals against 
the Moncton Hawks. On the same 
team, many will remember little 
Kenny Farmer, one of the smartest 
players to wear the Red and White, 
who now holds a commission over 
seas. Recapitulating the names ot 
these players Is almost like calling 
the roll of a hall of fame. We can 
almost hear once again the cheers 
that used to rock the Forum as 
Nels Crutchfleld would start down 
the ice. It is hard to forget Ralph 
St Germain, who played In the city 
league for over ten years, with Mo 
Gill, M.A.A.A. and Ottawa, and up 
until the last two years was still 
one of the most dangerous forwards 
in the circuit.

Teams like that did not ap- 
pear every year, but this one 
serves as an example of the 
great hockey tradition which 
rests with McGill. With the 
game kept alive during the war 
years, and In view of the fine 
hockey material » which con- 
tinues to appear at McGill, and 
the great interest which at 
times has a chance to come into 
prominence at exhibition games, 
there Is good reason to expect 
a continuance of this tradition.

How to Write An English 2 Theme 

One of the many Courses intend- 
ed to baffle the minds of the Stu- 
dent is English. In this field, the 
most difficult and Interesting Is Eng- 
lish 2, which invites you to expose 
how little you know about any- 
thing by writing Themes on it. 
About the only thing which seems 
Definitely Settled about this course 
is that on a certain hour on Monday 
morning these Themes must be de- 
posited at the Library. On the as- 
sumption that everyone knows 
where this is, here Is an attempt 
(unofficial) to enlighten those tak- 
ing English 2, in the practice and 
fury of Theme Writing. 

To begin with, the TiUc of the 
Theme for the following week Is 
generally announced sometime dur- 
ing Monday's Lecture. The exact 
Ume of this Is, of course, kept Ut- 
terly Secret by the lecturer, to as- 
sure a little attention. The purpose 
of this is to give you a Head Start. 
Take the Title down carefully, and 
contrive to lose it before the next 



Bill Gentleman's office or phone [ the following lectures have nothing 

to do with the theme. This is to 
enable you to think about It No 
one has ever been able to discover 
what the lectures in English 2 arc 
about, but they are designed to 
sooth you into a false sense of 
Security. This wiU not be discover- 
ed by the unwary until Too Late. 

Having thought about the theme, 
you arc now confronted with the 
problem of writing it. For the be- 
ginner, the hours between 2.30 and 
5.00 a.m. Monday arc recommended 
as the best for Good Theme writ- 
ing. By this time, the realization 
that the Theme must be finished 
wiU lend Wings to your thoughts. 
Allot yourself a good 2 to 3 hours 
and attempt to finish in the given 
time. This is invaluable training. 

The first requisite of a Good 
Theme is that the TiUc must be 
changed.. This is essential. To hand 
back a Theme with the Original 
Title is nothing short of Heresy (or 
Hearsay). Any other Title Is ac- 
ceptable, whether it bears on the 
Theme or not, but it is recommend- 
ed that you leave this until the 
last 

The subject of the Theme can be 
left to the discretion of the Writer. 
Some clue to what Is expected Is 
generally given by the TiUe. This, 
however, can be completely disre- 
garded. Let us suppose the sug- 
gested Title Is, Shakespeare: His at- 
tempts at the Reformation of the 
Young, during his fifth Period. It 
is well to disregard this completely, 
and write on something you know 
a little about. Look Carefully, and 
try and find some juicy quotation. 
Write your Theme around this. 

To illustrate, let us take the Quo- 
tation, "Out, out, damned Spot" 
From this any number of success- 
ful Themes could be derived. For 
example: Shakespeare's use of 
Strong and Abusive Language; His 
Morals; His rejection of the Third 
(or any) Period; Period Literature; 
His use of Punctuation; Etc., etc. 
You see how simple it is? 

Having established your topic, It 
now becomes necessary to write 
800 words, generally dealing with 
this. A safe plan to pursue is the 
following. For the first 300 words, 
attempt to compare Shakespeare to 
Miltom This will land you in deep 
water, but endear you to the Lec- 
turer. Extricate yourself, and for 
the next 300 words, go to show that 
Shakespeare didn't write anything, 
but only copied R from someone 
else; or that he was Ben Johnson 
or someone else himself. This will 
show you know a little about 
Shakespeare; though it won't en- 
dear you to anyone. All this should 
occupy a good three-quarters of 
your theme. You can fill the rest 
out with Quotations. 

This Is the most Important phase 
of Theme Writing. The most suc- 
cessful plan is to secure a good 
book of Quotations from the Libr- 
ary. Look through this, until you 
come to Shakespeare. Pick several 
good, meaty Quotes, and write them 
in your Theme Book, anywhere. As 
the Theme develops, you will find 
yourself running Into them, and 
generally they can be made to fit 
somehow. Be sure to state the cor- 
rect reference for your Quotes, 
though its best not to mention the 
Quotation Book itself. 

If you have difficulty in making 
your Quotes fit, discard them ruth- 
lessly. This only goes to prove that 
Shakespeare Isn't as versatile as you 
arc led to believe. Instead, invent 
yourself Quotes, and forge refer 
ences in boldly. As an example, it 
might become necessary to illus 
tratc the statement that Lady Mac- 
beth wasn't a nice person. You sre 
stuck for a-quotc. Well then, invent 
one, thus: "O* Soulless spouse, thou 
damnjous dame." Attribute it to any 
of Shakespeare's numerous Ser- 
vants or Attendants. As a last re- 
sort, for the exceedingly unimag- 
inative, you can put Quotation 
Marks around any given Sentence 
in your Theme and leave it to the 
Lecturer to find who said it 



A cup of 
steaming Java, and off you go to 
your lecture. What care you if the 
tower-clock says It's eight?

The thing is fool-proof. The time 
Intervals between meals are the 
same as ever.

It's 
great . 

But what about dances? A good 
question, Indeed. You don't like 
getting to bed at 3 a.m., do you? Of 
course not, and neither do we. 
That's just the point On the old 
system, you trudged home after 
saying good-night You didn't hurry. 
Perhaps you stopped to chat with 
the boys on the corner. But you 
still had to get up at seven! On the 
Richardson Plan your attention Is 
called to the fact that the hour is 
definitely late. You dash home 
without further ado, and you sleep 
till eight! You get more sleep, no 
matter how you look at it But 
that's not all. The dance starts at 
ten, on your watch, and you get an 
evening's work done before you go. 
It's wondcrfull 

Needless to say, the scornful 
scoffers have already appeared to 
make the obvious jokes abbut the 
Rockwood Napoleons and their 
cuckoo clocks. They aro the spokes 
men for the many who, chained to 
the chariot wheels of convention, 
arc doomed to be dragged forever 
in the shallow ruts of tradition. We 
heed them not. "The proof of the 
pudding is in the eating."

WONDERS OF MJRROPHONE 
DISPLAYED TO ENGINEERS. 

From a maze of wires, loudspeak 
ers, microphones, and odd pieces 
of telephone equipment, George L. 
Long, of the Bell Telephone Com 
pany, produced "Your Voice as 
Others Hear It" before the Engin- 
eering Society yesterday. The Mlr- 
rophone, recently developed by the 
Bell Laboratories, duplicated the 
voices of numerous subjects. 

"Your voice never sounds the 
same to others as it sounds to you," 
Mr. Long said. "The Eustaclan tube 
leading to the middle ear and the 
bones of your head carry the high 
er tones to your ear long before the 
reflected voice comes back to the 
outer ear." The Mlrrophone gives 
people a chance to hear what they 
sound like. 

It is used to develop "the voice 
with a smile" among Bell operators. 
The R.C.A.F. was given a demon- 
stration recently and prompUy 
bought a machine to help tfieir in 
structors develop a voice that gave 
the students confidence. It is used 
for broadcasting weather reports in 
the States. The Mlrrophone records 
the voice on a continuous Vlcalloy 
tape running between two magnets 
with Permalloy cores. " 

The energy given out by a person 
talking which must be used to ener 
gize a telephone system is very 
minute. One and one-half million 
people talking for one and one-half 
hours would produce only enough 
energy to warm one cup of tea, said 
Mr. Long. To get the full output 
from a telephone the lips should 
bo one-quarter of an inch from the 
telephone. 

At six inches only one per cent. 
Is obtained. A glass agate can be 
flattened 1,000 times as much as the 
carbon granules of the telephone 
transmitter are— just by squeezing 
It 

Mr. Long is curator of the Bell 
Telephone museum in Montreal 
Models of the original telephones 
made by Alexander Graham Bell 
In Ontario were shown; Bell's in 
ventlon of the telephone grew out 
of his study of speech. 

He had a Skye terrior whom he 
taught to growl and by manipulât 
ing its vocal chords he could make 
the dbg say "How are you, Grand- 
mama?" A baby walls, forming the 
fundamental sound of speech. Grad- 
ually by imitation it learns to use 
its tongue, lips, and teeth to form 
speech.. The study of speech has 
led to the development of Pedro the 
Voder, which Mr. Long has brought 
to the Exhibition for the last two 
years,
